Edward VIII is one of the most controversial characters in 
the modern history of the British Monarchy. He was King 
of the United Kingdom and its related Dominions for less 
than a year. After his accession to the throne on January 20, 
1936, he announced his engagement to Willis Simpson, an 
American socialite and two-time divorcee. The throne of 
England was also a religious role, which elevated him to the 
head of the Church of England. Religious conflicts surround- 
ing Simpson’s ex-husbands who were still living (remarrying 
was allowed only if the former spouse was no longer living), 
as well as his indifference to the required political conven- 
tions required of the King led him to abdicate the throne by 
December 11 of the same year. 


As a Royal, he still held status and was given the title Duke of 
Windsor by his brother who succeeded him as King. In 1937, 
against the advice of his government, Edward and his new 
bride visited Germany. They met Adolf Hitler at his personal 
retreat in Obersalzberg. The visit was regarded as too friend- 
ly by the British government. At the onset of World War II, 
Edward and his wife were recalled to Britain from France 
where they were living. He was then assigned to the war 
effort as a major-general with the British Military Mission in 
France. 


Germany invaded France in May of 1940 and Edward fled 
to northern Spain. He was again recalled to England, this 
time under threat of court-martial by Winston Churchill. 
He was viewed as a German sympathizer and was appointed 
Governor of the Bahamas. It was thought that he could do 
little harm to Britain in the far-flung islands off the coast 
of Florida. The Duke hated the appointment, calling the 
Bahamas a “third-class British colony.” Despite his contempt 
for non-white peoples of the Kingdom, he worked to combat 
the poverty on the islands. 


The note offered here this afternoon was signed by Edward, 
Duke of Windsor, likely during his tenure as Governor over 
the Bahamas. The piece shows even wear, though some 
minor splits are noted and mentioned on the PMG holder. 
They also mention an “annotation,” which is the signature of 
the Duke. While not a scarce note in this grade, the history 
behind the signature is one of scandal and hardship. PMG

The reference, Hawaiian Money, by Donald Medcalf and Ronald Russell is the most comprehensive resource for Hawaiian numismatics. 
Still, little is known about the earliest currency issues of the islands and the rarity of the 1879 issue cannot be understated. According 
to Medcalf and Russell, discussion of government issued currency is known as early as 1845. Coinage of the United States and other 
governments filled the needs of commerce as well as a few private scrip issues. In 1859, the Hawaiian Government issued certificates of 
deposit, though only a lone survivor is known today. It is a $50 note that looks more like a check than a currency issue. 


The 1870's was a tough decade for the Kingdom. A slew of troubles faced the most important segment of the economy, sugar growers. 
Transportation costs were at record levels, U.S. tariffs on sugar were damaging exports, and labor shortages were so severe that the gov- 
ernment was supplementing relocation costs for Norwegians to move to the islands to assist growers. Most economies facing financial 
crises of this magnitude often turn to issuing currency to prevent worsening of the economy and Hawaii decided to do just that in 1879. 
The currency failed to make the desired impact since the entire issue was backed by silver in the Treasury. It simply replaced hard cur- 
rency for paper and did not expand the money supply. Vignettes from notes circulating in South America and printed by the American 
Bank Note Co. were selected to adorn $10, $20, $50, $100, and $500 denominations. 


According to Medcalf and Russell, 200 of the $500 notes were printed and issued. They were all redeemed and no print runs were pub- 
lished in their book for the other denominations. Serial number ranges for the other notes indicate they were likely printed and released 
in quantities of 8,000 to 12,000, though the number of survivors is minuscule. The book’s census of the 1879 issue shows only three 
uncancelled note in private hands. A $50 example is listed by serial number, and a $10 and $100 are reported in private hands, but with- 
out confirmation by serial number. The only other uncancelled note is a $10 listed by serial number and resides in the Bishop Museum 
in Honolulu. Cancelled examples are much more common and likely number between 14 and 20. However, 10 of those examples are all 
locked up in the Hawaii State Archives. 


After a breakdown of the research provided in Hawaiian Money, we estimate there are likely six to ten cancelled notes in private collec- 
tors hands, only three of them of the $20 denomination. This piece bears serial number 6208 and was cut cancelled at bottom. It spent 
considerable time in circulation, likely a vote of confidence among islanders that their currency was sufficiently backed by the treasury. 
With no recent realizations to use for values, any estimate is a guess and could easily be surpassed. PMG Good 4, CC. (25,000-35,000)

Years of political turmoil preceded Hawaii becoming a Republic on July 4, 1894. In 1895 the minister of finance was given the authority 
to issue currency under the auspices of the Republic. Currency issued was to be “payable to the bearer on demand without interest upon 
setting apart as a special deposit an equal amount of Gold Coin of the United States of America and Silver Coin of the Hawaiian Islands 
or the United States of America as security for the redemption of such certificates respectively.” A 100% metal backed issue was a rarity 
for most governments of the day, let alone a small enclave like the Republic of Hawaii. By 1897, notes in denominations of $5, $10, $20, 
$50, and $100 were printed by the American Bank Note Co. and ready for issue. The $5 and $10 silver-backed notes were issued in the 
largest but still paltry quantities of 10,000 for each denomination. Three years later, the islands became a territory of the United States 
and by 1905, all the currency issued under the Republic of Hawaii was demonetized. 


According to Donald Medcalf and Ronald Russell’s reference, Hawaiian Money, the last note presented for redemption in 1916. The 
Treasury records indicated just 15 of the $5 notes remained outstanding. As of the 1990 release of the second edition of their book, 
Medcalf and Russell recorded just eleven uncancelled survivors and two cancelled examples. The two cancelled examples were part of 
the Hawaii State Archives. If the Treasury records are accurate, most of the 15 unredeemed notes are part of the current census, which 
we place at 13 notes. Most examples are heavily worn, with the last issued example gracing our auctions realizing nearly $10,000 in our 
2010 Memphis Signature Auction. That piece was a well, but evenly circulated PCGS Fine 15. Full margins frame this PMG graded Very 
Fine 25 example. It saw far less circulation, though some minor staining is noted. As with many notes in the Very Fine range, a couple of 
pinholes are seen and mentioned by the grading service. This truly scarce Hawaiian rarity should easily surpass the price we set in 2010.

Colonial sheet. These are quite often seen Uncirculated, but 
very few will ever reach this 66 EPQ level.

This $4 has a highly detailed vignette of a Sheaf of Wheat in 
the lower left corner. It is the single best printed, most attrac- 
tive example of this variety that we can recall ever seeing. 
Well margined, very well printed, and problem-free with all 
four of the signatures, including the red one, strong and fully 
legible.

The other five notes are graded Very 
Fine 20 and below, making this note the highest graded by 
a full thirty points. In fact, the Newman reference does not 
price this note higher than Very Fine. Notes of this era are 
seldom found this nice.

A simply spectacular Pennsylvania double sheet that is complete all the way out to the deckled edge 
on all four sides. While the individual notes are rather common, in full sheet form, they are an extreme rarity. Unfortunately, with the 
current emphasis on high-grade notes, the future fate of this sheet will likely be 24 individual Gem pieces. A difficult item to estimate, 
but with individual Gems of this issue realizing in the $350 range, this sheet should certainly bring... (8,000-up)

An attractive remainder double sheet that contains sixteen Rhode Island Guaranteed notes, two of each of the following denominations: 
$1, $2, $3, $4, $5, $7, $8, and $20, and has its full selvage right out to the deckled edge of the paper. An appealing aspect of the notes from 
this issue is that the border cuts and emblems on the backs were the same as were used for the January 14, 1779 Continental Currency 
issue, thereby creating crossover appeal for collectors of that series. Each of the notes is numbered and signed on the face by Comstock 
in brown ink and Harris in red ink. The guarantee on the back is unsigned. Embossing and natural paper surfaces are visible through 
the holder on this lovely double sheet that has remained intact for 232 years despite the number of collections it has been housed in dur- 
ing the intervening decades. We sold another sheet graded 66 in our 2010 FUN Auction that realized $13,800. (7,000-up)

This number is unpriced in any grade in Friedberg and 
Newman only informs us of a Very Good that went for $3,737 
in 2004. In fact we cannot recall offering another extending 
all the way back to 1990. PCGS also backs us up on the rarity 
factor by having graded only two of these with this example 
being the nicer. The Apparent grade is due to splits and 
repairs. This is a note missing from many South Carolina 
collections.

This note features the signature of Charles C. Pinckney 
who was an important figure in the early history of South 
Carolina and the United States.

The vignette 
of Justitia at lower right was well intended. The April 7, 
1770 issue of 7,000 £10 notes was authorized to fund edi- 
fices for the legal system in the colony, including court 
houses and jails. No other denominations were issued and 
today, survivors are scarce with none appearing in our 
auctions in at least a decade. According to Newman's ref- 
erence Early Paper Money of America, a 2004 sale of a 
Fine netted nearly $7,000. This piece has a contemporary 
backing with some notations commonly found on early 
Colonials. The grading service assigned an Apparent grade 
for splits and stains.

Background Very Fine. 

Fractional Currency Shields were made to be used in banks 
and post-offices for counterfeit detection. They were printed 
between June 1866 and May 1869 and are composed of 39 
First, Second, and Third issue notes. There are 20 faces and 
19 backs, all uniface specimens. The notes are bright except 
for the 25¢ Second Issue back which, as always, has faded 
to light blue.

An excessively rare Idaho Territorial issue by B.M. DuRell & Co. of Idaho City, which is actually both a scrip issue and a transition 
piece to the issuance of National Bank Notes in Idaho. Benjamin M. DuRell was born about 1830 in either Maine or Massachusetts. He 
came west to California around 1849, then went north to St. Helens, Oregon in 1853, where he built a flour and sawmill. When that was 
destroyed by fire, he moved to Salem, where he built a large packing plant and a second sawmill. A disastrous flood during the winter 
of 1861-1862 again put him out of business, and he headed for the Idaho gold fields. On his way to Idaho in 1862, he met Christopher 
Moore and the two began hauling goods to the mines in Auburn, Oregon. In the spring of 1863 they brought supplies to Boise, selling 
some from their wagons and hauling the rest to the Snake River for sale to Owyhee miners. The partners opened several stores, includ- 
ing B.M. DuRell & Co. in Boise and Idaho City. The stores offered banking services as well as merchandise, and this financial activity led 
DuRell and Moore to join with three other investors (including Territorial Governor, David Ballard) to organize the First National Bank 
of Idaho in 1866. The bank was granted a charter on March 11, 1867 and opened for business in the rear of DuRell’s Boise store on June 6, 
1867. A branch was soon opened in the Idaho City store as well. DuRell sold his interest in the bank in 1872, and moved to Utah, where he 
organized the Salt Lake City NB of Utah. We have only handled one $100 note issued by DuRell & Co., and know of only a few others, all 
closely held.

The first of a pair of fantastic and likely unique notes which were part of a small Obsolete note holding which walked into a northern 
California coin shop late last year. Until these notes surfaced, no one knew of the existence of these pieces, because, save for an offering 
of a printing plate from this issuer by Stacks in 2006 (which brought almost $7,000), the notes themselves were unknown, missing even 
from the massive Western collections of Herb & Martha Schingoethe and John J. Ford. The Keystone Mine was located south of the 
present day Las Vegas, near a small town called Goodsprings. In 1892, after a bit of preparatory work, rich ore was struck, and by June of 
that year, active exploration was begun. Gold was produced as a by-product of lead, silver, and zinc mining, and by the end of that year, 
the Keystone Mine was the most profitable in the district.

The note offered here is one of the highlights of the Bauman 
Collection, and one of the most significant pieces in the 
Postal Note pantheon. It is, as researcher Charles Surasky 
described it in the article, “Redeemed Postal Notes:Great 
Rarities,” which was published in Paper Money Magazine 
Number 258, one of only a literal couple of handfuls of these 
notes which exist today. Surasky’s research, which was pub- 
lished in 2008, lists only four cashed and redeemed examples 
in private hands, with two more, which were unknown to 
him, in this collection. As he explains in his article, cashed 
and redeemed Postal Notes are rare because all cashed Postal 
Notes were punch canceled after they were paid, but sent 
to Washington so the paying office could have its account 
credited and receive the reimbursement it was due. Failure 
to send the note in meant the Postmaster was out the money 
he had paid to the payee of the Postal Note...a sure recipe for 
an extraordinarily high degree of compliance with postal 
regulations. Since only a handful of cashed Postal Notes 
exist, Surasky points out three ways one could have escaped 
destruction. One method would be for the redeeming Post 
Office to have returned the Postal Note to the payee by 
accident or by oversight. Another would have been for the 
note to have been stolen after being cashed and before being 
destroyed, and a final way would have been for a cashed 
note to have been lost or misplaced in the redeeming office 
and found years later when it was far too late to collect the 
money due from Washington. Whatever the reason, these 
items have turned out to be prohibitively rare. Despite the 
fact that we have sold both of the major Postal Note collec- 
tions dispersed during the past decade, we have never had 
a redeemed note from any location to offer, and a perusal 
of auction records from other firms during the past decade 
reveals no offerings from them as well.

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Washington, DC- War Bounty Scrip $100 Sept. 27, 1847 Hessler X117B 

This bond was an obligation of the United States authorized pursuant to the Act of February 11, 1847 to cover soldiers who were serv- 
ing in the Mexican War. Hessler notes that the act provided that each “non-com, musician, or private, enlisted in the service for not 
less than twelve months, and who had actually served in the War with Mexico,” and was discharged honorably, receive a warrant for 
160 acres of land or Treasury scrip for $100. Those who served for less than 12 months received a warrant for 40 acres or $25. Survivors 
of those who died received this award as well. Hessler notes that the small amount of warrants issued indicates that most of those eli- 
gible preferred the land to the warrants. The warrants were issued in the amounts of $25, $100, and $1000, with the first issue during 
the fourth quarter of 1847. Only $11,650 of warrants were issued in 1847, with the amount rising to $144,275 in 1848 and decreasing to 
$77,150 in 1849. Interest was payable at 6% semi-annually, and the warrants were redeemable at the pleasure of the government. This 
particular bond was issued on September 24, 1847 and registered with the Treasury three days later. Hessler lists all three denomina- 
tions as Rarity-8, which indicates 1-3 known, and if another has ever been offered, it has escaped our attention. PCGS Apparent Fine

Currency for this 
event was denominated in “Teeohs” and the uniface notes 
display cowboys and Indians, except that the 100 shares a 
vignette with the French Army Treasury issues of 1917 and 
1919.

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The State Seal Collection of National Bank Notes 


It is an honor to have been selected to present The State Seal Collection of National Bank Notes, which has 
been diligently assembled by a dedicated collector over a period of three decades. Lacking only an example 
from the state of Nevada to be complete, the collection is a true labor of love, with each note carefully selected 
for grade, desirability, and above all, eye appeal. The mixture of types and denominations is truly impressive, 
and makes the collection one which would be difficult to duplicate today. Beginning with DeWitt Prather’s 
1986 book, United States National Bank Notes and Their Seals, a work which remains the standard reference on 
this topic, research into the reasons for the inclusion of state seals on the designs of First Charter and Brown 
Back Nationals and the means by which the designs for each state's seal were selected and approved, has been 
slowly proceeding due to the lack of documentation on this topic in the National Archives. It is our hope, and 
the hope of the owner of this collection, that its appearance tonight will stimulate further research on this 
topic, and answer some of the intriguing questions raised by so many of the notes this collection contains.

This First Charter Alabama 
note provides a lovely start to 
the State Seal Collection.

As background, during the note issu- 
ing era, the BEP would routinely print up sheets of notes ahead of time for various banks around the country and keep the sheets in 
stock until a new order came in from the bank. In 1935, as the issuing period came to an end, partial sheets began to be sent to banks 
so that the BEP could ship out a “round amount,’ such as $5,000 or $10,000, with the remaining notes in stock being destroyed. This 
uncut sheet of four was part of the last shipment of notes to this remote North Dakota institution in early 1935 as attested to by the 
Comptroller of the Currency’s records which state that the highest serial number for Type 2 $10s received by this bank was A000718. 
These partial uncut sheets are an unusual item to find intact today, as bank officers in 1935, if they were so inclined, would more likely 
save a full uncut sheet of six as a souvenir rather than a partial sheet. Your cataloger is aware of only two other such partial sheets still 
around and they are both from a single bank in Michigan and held by a dedicated specialist of small size nationals. In addition, this 
partial uncut sheet is from a rather scarce North Dakota bank that has only seven small size currently reported.

The word “unique” is about the most misused term in numismatics. We have seen it prefaced with the word “almost” or paired with 
the term “semi,” or modified with the words “for the bank” or “for the Friedberg number,” but the real meaning of the word “unique” 
is simply “one of a kind.” Few items qualify for that designation, which connotes the ultimate in rarity, and the word is often bandied 
about as a synonym for “rare.” Few items in all of numismatics or collectibles in general are worthy or deserve the appellation “unique.” 
This sheet is one of those very few items. It is, quite simply, one of a kind, as it is the only $50-$100 Red Seal uncut sheet that we know 
to exist. No collection has ever included one of these sheets, there is not one hanging in a bank, and no museum owns one...this is the 
only one. Why it was the only such sheet preserved we do not know, other than $150 was a huge sum to put away when these sheets were 
issued, but the notation “My first 2/16/11” below the president’s signature tells us why it was saved. Any estimate here is not only a guess, 
but a truly wild surmise, because when the hammer comes down tonight, only one collector in the entire world will own the only $50-

December 21, 1914 

On December 23, 1913, President Woodrow Wilson signed into law the Federal Reserve Act, which transformed the American monetary sys- 
tem and celebrates its 100 year history this year. Soon thereafter, Joseph E. Ralph, the Director of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, was 
assigned the task of designing and producing the new Federal Reserve Notes. During the next year, various prototype designs were produced 
until a standardized design was finalized in the Fall of 1914. As a part of the design process, a small quantity of Proof examples was produced. 
These Proofs were printed from the actual currency plates on to card stock, with the Treasury seal and the all zero serial numbers glued on by 
hand by the pressman. On the back of each Proof the official “Proofing Room” number was imprinted in light blue ink. 


In a letter dated October 28, 1914, a copy of which is included with this lot, Director Ralph presented the Secretary of the Treasury, William 
G. McAdoo, with a Proof note for the new $5 denomination, informing the Secretary that the first Federal Reserve Notes would bear the “Rich- 


mond Federal Reserve District” seal. 


Gene Hessler, in his book U.S. Essay, Proof & Specimen Notes, states that the 1916 “Annual Report of the Bureau of Engraving & Printing” notes 
that only two complete sets of Proofs were produced, although it is likely that either two more sets were unofficially created or that other Proofs 
were combined to make at least two more sets, as four complete sets are said to exist today. 
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This, however, is the very first set produced and comes with the card which accompanied the set when it was presented to the Honorable 
Joseph E. Ralph, Director of the Bureau of Engraving & Printing, by Treasury Secretary McAdoo on December 21, 1914. The set consists of 
ten pieces, a Richmond district front of each of the five denominations along with a back for each of the five denominations. All have been 
encapsulated in custom holders and graded by PMG, with the grades of each as follows: $5 Front Proof Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ, $5 Back 
Proof Superb Gem 67 EPQ, $10 Face Proof Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ, $10 Back Proof Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ, $20 Face Proof Gem 
Uncirculated 66 EPQ, $20 Back Proof Choice Uncirculated 64, $50 Face Proof Superb Gem Uncirculated 67 EPQ, $50 Back Proof Choice 
Uncirculated 64, $100 Face Proof Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ, $100 Back Proof Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. 


The first and last public offering of this set was our 2010 Memphis Signature Auction where the set realized $37,750. The set was a relative bar- 
gain compared to the prices proofs have commanded since it last sold. Almost every day, Americans are reminded of the impact of the Federal 
Reserve on their daily lives. This set, from one of America’s biggest and most important government institutions, is missing from even the Smith- 
sonian Institution or the Fed itself. It is a veritable founding document from the Federal Reserve System’s earliest days, and this set of Proofs, the 
first set of Federal Reserve Notes ever produced, is a true national treasure which no amount of money could ever duplicate.

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Printer’s Models for 1882 Brown Back to Date Back Conversion 


17306 1882 Date Back Printer’s Models From the Estate of Louis A. Coolidge, Assistant Treasurer. 

The history behind some of the changes seen on United States Currency were lost with the passing of those intimately involved in the pro- 
cess. In this case, Louis A. Coolidge, Assistant Treasurer of the United States set aside some of the mock-ups from his tenure at the Treasury. 
These “Printer’s Models” were printed, then cut and pasted to reflect recent changes in law. 


In 1907, a financial panic was started when Wall Street investors tried to corner the market of the United Copper Company. When the bid 
failed, there was a run on the banks backing the scheme, which quickly spread like wildfire. Soon there were runs on banks all over the 
country. Unlike Europe, the United States did not have a central bank. A need for a more elastic money supply was apparent and by May 30, 
1908, Congress passed the Aldrich-Vreeland Act. The legislation allowed national banks to issue currency backed by other securities other 
than United States Bonds. Those securities included municipal bonds and some types of short term loans. 


The changes in law required design changes for the bank notes being issued under the National Banking System. Two types of notes were 
in use, Brown Backs and Red Seals. The proposed changes can be seen in this lot and the next. All of the denominations in use for Brown 
Backs are represented in this lot, with their changes to the Date Back design. In most instances, the design changes were used in their entire- 
ty, in others the changes were not made. The two more important changes were the addition of the dates 1882-1908 on the back at center 
where the charter number used to be engraved, and the change of the clause, “Secured by United States Bonds Deposited with the Treasury 
of the United States,” to “This Note is Secured by Bonds of the United States or Other Securities.” 


To reduce the work load on the engravers, the new plates for the Brown Back to Date Back conversion homogenized the back design. They 
no longer featured the charter number at center and in the border design, and the state seals were done away with. It is interesting to note, 
that in place of the state seals and other designs in the ovals used on back, other vignettes were selected. Each one of the backs in this set 
was ultimately used. Most interestingly to State Seal collectors, the back of the $5 employs the Washington State Seal. On this mockup, the 
1889 date of statehood was inked out by the artist working on the designs. Face plates from six different banks were used in the production 
for both the Brown Back and Red Seal conversions. Plates for the higher denominations at some of the banks included two denominations, 
saving some time for the printers. The banks include: 


-Youngstown, OH -$5 1882 Brown Back, The Commercial NB Ch. # 2482 Face and Back (Two 1882 Brown Back $5 notes currently report- 
ed in census) 

-Dubuque, IA -$10 and $20 Brown Backs, The Second NB Ch. # 2327 Faces and Backs (Four 1882 Brown Back $10 and one $20 notes cur- 
rently reported) 

-Burlington, IA $50 and $100 Brown Backs, The Merchants NB Ch. # 1744 $50 and $100 Faces and Backs (No 1882 Brown Back $50 or 
$100 notes currently reported) 


Careful examination is suggested for researchers who may have overlooked our comments in these descriptions, or an original article by 
Wendell Wolka in the most recent copy of Bank Note Reporter. Since the notes are cut, pasted, and in some instances, the designs are hand 
drawn, PMG did not assign grades. As such, no returns will be allowed for any reason.

Vreeland Act was intended to make the money supply more elastic, but doing so required a design change. The design changes on the 
Brown Back to Date Back designs seen in the previous lot were much more distinct and drastic. The Red Seal to 1902 Date Back conversion 
was much easier, requiring only a reengraving of the security clause on front to read, “Secured by United States Bonds or Other Securities 
and the addition of the split, “1902-1908” date on back. The lot includes an envelope in which one or more of the proofs were likely stashed 
when they were in the estate of Assistant Treasurer, Louis A. Coolidge. His tenure was short, from 1908-1909, but he oversaw the production 
and storage of over $500 million in bank notes issued under the Aldrich-Vreeland Act. His role was tremendous and were it not for his set- 
ting aside of these notes, the history behind how those changes came about may have been lost with time.

Local banks and state governments supplied the large portion of the United States currency needs for nearly a century before the Civil War led 
to major changes. During times of war, hard currency, especially gold and silver, is hoarded. There was a need for a more prominent financial 
instrument to facilitate trade and more importantly fund the fight against the Confederacy. Not all of the newly printed and issued United States 
paper money was created equal. The value of Legal Tender notes, which were fiat currency, rose and fell with the victories and defeats of the 
Union. Demand Notes were redeemable for specie for just a short time before being relegated to “junk” status. The Gold Certificates of 1863 
were intended to bring some stability to interbank trading since they were backed by gold on deposit with the Treasury and were less subject to 
the increasing perils of the war. However, Treasury records and dates on the notes reveal that they were actually issued between 1865 and 1869. 


A total of 48,000 1863 $20 Gold Certificates were printed and issued. Since much of their use was between banks, they were subject to heavy 
redemption and today just six notes are known. There are two variations for the denomination. The first notes were countersigned by the Assis- 
tant Treasurer H.H. VanDyck. Later, the design was changed to add his engraved signature at the bottom. Just two of the hand signed notes are 
known, and four are known of the latter variety. This note is one of the four examples that feature the engraved signature of the Assistant Trea- 
surer. Since two of the four “engraved” examples are cancelled and permanently impounded in the Bureau of Public Debt and the Smithsonian, 
collectors face the same odds of landing an example of either for their collection. Collectors who use Friedberg numbers as a guide should note 
that plate changes like those seen between the two emissions of 1863 Gold Certificates are rarely assigned Friedberg numbers. The die-hard 
specialist, with deep enough pockets and lots of enthusiasm, can easily justify the acquisition of both varieties.

That such an event should occur is newsworthy; that it should happen in such a well-researched field as Large Sized currency is truly 
extraordinary. The Friedbergs have informed us that this newly discovered variety will be listed as Fr. 1192a in all future editions of their work.’ 
In fact, that listing has occurred and this Fr. 1192a remains a unique and highly important piece. Prior to the discovery of this note, all known 
Rosecrans and Huston-signed $50 Gold Certificates had the Large Brown Seal. According to Treasury records, as researched by Doug Murray, 
the printing of Rosecrans-Huston signed notes was completed during January of 1891 and the use of the Small Red Scalloped Seal did not begin 
until June of 1891. If the Treasury records are accepted as accurate, this note cannot exist. It is also an interesting point that the small Red Seal 
is located at the bottom center of the note - a position that was not used on any other Small Red Seal variety. The note itself is problem-free, 
strictly original, and unmolested, as well as being well margined, bright and attractive. Not only is Fr. 1192a unique as a Friedberg number, but 
it remains, and always likely will remain, unique as a Type.” On each of its last two appearances in 2006 and 2008 this unique type realized just 
a hair under $300,000. We expect a similar result this evening with the ever-present possibility that this piece could pass that elusive level.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot.
